principles honor-in-act and truth-in- 
word. Although I’ve always aimed 
establishing such code honor, 
catch new version the approach 
the term, “program.” hear all that 
the word connotes—a daily, hourly, 
systematized training honor. don’t 
make solo venture. pupils must 
aware that such program exists 
security that keep portion 
the bargain. portion author- 
ity relinquish the students. set 
before them standards for the formation 
right judgments, motivate their choice 
the good, and trust them it. 

The hallmark integrity program 
own reaction another’s sincere faith 
me, I’ll appreciate that same response 
measure up, reach the standard 
set one for whom have esteem 
which founded trust. Children 
reciprocate trust, but they keenly pene- 
trate veneer covering suspicious 
nature. tell them I’m putting them 
their honor, and then immediately 
enumerate list threats for those 
who fail does not ring the note 
sincere trust. 

Perhaps I’ve never advotated the psy- 
chology the hickory stick, but 
might guilty wielding the figura- 
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tive stick discipline with many 
immediate results and few permanent 
effects. integrity program cannot 
thrive atmosphere where reign. 
can become accustomed issuing 
orders that every time speak, whether 
not I’m conscious it, commands 
sound dictatorial. values are 
proper order not gratified see 
jet-like performance the sound 
voice, nor will especially proud 
ability control any situation that 
falls within scope vision. The 
whispered communication, “She’s watch- 
ing us,” falls far short flattery and 
indicative the training that 
more lasting than watchful look. 
Even the six-year-old regards baby 
sitter with disdain. loves play, 
wants companioned, but de- 
tests being watched. 


Self-Discipline the Goal 

Discipline good, but self-discipline 
better. the salvation this age 
that keynoted freedom. The prob- 
lem not that young people enjoy 
great liberties thought, word, and act, 
but that they have not learned how 
use their precious freedoms. Discipline 
the training for life that 
the tomblike atmosphere class- 
room. haven’t the elasticity give 
rainy afternoon during the week 
before Christmas vacation, methods 
need renovation. I’ve become lopsided. 
shouldn’t have lose the proverbial 
mile because relent the inch. that 
happens must look within myself 
determine can lay the blame 
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own lack order and system, 
inadequate preparation. 


Give Students Responsibility 

age democracy the students help 
formulate the laws and the punishments 
incumbent their violations. most 
cases lawmakers are not lawbreakers. 
When unself self, take the out 
utterances and make “Let’s 
this,” or, “See can,” I’m dis- 
solving the cop-and-robbers attitude. 
Human nature guarantees that there 
will plenty failures, but there will 
per cent for whom the glamour 
putting one over gone. can 
establish high integrity principles even 
the per cent will make 
acknowledgment misdemeanor and 
willingly accept and fulfill sanction. 

Were St. John Bosco need never 
resort penalties and punishments. 
maintained that teacher should 
loved and respected his pupils that 
misbehavior caused him displeasure, 
that was punishment enough. prob- 
lem keep atonement from becom- 
ing subjective thing. inflict 
severe sanction for law breakage one 
day and pass off the same offense with 
mere word the next, I’m offending 
the sense justice prevalent 
youth. The punishment must fit the 
crime. fighting violates the code 
honor that the students have formu- 
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lated, the school yard offenders know 
they must restore the social order 
accepting penalization. 


Supernatural Obedience 

The twentieth century not char- 
acterized the practice obedience 
for its respect law and authority. 
The adult generation can labeled de- 
linquent. Children need formula for 
constructing the standards right liv- 
ing. Daily come contact with chil- 
dren who haven’t the slightest concep- 
tion the meaning obedience.

integrity program elevates obedience 
from the natural the supernatural 
plane. one enthusiastic about 
curb his free will, and compressed 
student energies are especially resistful.

his conformity regulations, but very 
little character building results from 
mere servitude. many instances 
can, explain the wisdom and the 
need rule. motivate performance. 
“Let’s for this intention,” indicates 
that each student has freedom 
choice. comply stimulate the 
flow grace not only himself, but 
the whole Mystical Body Christ. 
Whether realize not, adding 
depth and meaning obedience. The 
child setting standard values: 
aware that every act calls for 


decision. has freedom choice 
for good for evil.

Menominee Rivers mingle before entering 
Milwaukee’s magnificent harbor, sometimes 
called the most progressive harbor the 
Great Lakes. not infrequent this 
harbor see flags distant lands flying 
irom the masts ships from Europe, 
North Africa, Canada, and the Caribbeans. 

estimated that 9,000,000 tons 
lake and ocean cargo are handled annually 
the port facilities along these three 
rivers which serve 100 major overseas 
ports. When the St. Lawrence Seaway 
completed 1959, hoped that tens 
millions tons will handled. 

When you pass this harbor your way 
Milwaukee attend the convention, 
will hard believe that 1842, the 
village Milwaukee was located this 
area and boasted 4000 people. Now its 
population about 850,000; and when 
its surburbs become part Wisconsin’s 
metropolis, Milwaukee will exceed

For this reason, now have 
the crooked bridges stretched across the 
Milwaukee River. interesting re- 
call that early communication between 
these two towns was achieved ferry. 

Milwaukee’s south side was once known 
Walker’s Point. 1834 George Walker, 
surveyor and engineer from Virginia, 
built the first log house the south 
side. was great land promoter and 
attracted many settlers this area. 

Today are reminded these three 
great men when enter the Milwaukee 
Public Auditorium where three main halls 
bear their names. travel about the 
city, Juneau and Kilbourn Avenues make 
smile are reminded the rival 
towns yesteryear. 
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First Church and School Milwaukee 

The first settled priest Milwaukee 
was native Ireland, Rev. Patrick 
O’Kelley, who came here 1842. His 
memory kept sacred St. Peter’s, the 
first church Milwaukee, which present 
stands the grounds St. Francis Semi- 
nary, Milwaukee. Father O’Kelley also took 
care the spiritual needs the faithful 
scattered outside the city including Racine, 
Kenosha, Burlington, Oak Creek, and 
Granville. 

When Rev. Martin Kundig took over 
the Milwaukee charge from Father O’Kel- 
ley, there were four other priests settled 
Wisconsin with Detroit their head- 
quarters. the fall 1842 Father Kundig 
set school for boys the basement 
St. Peter’s with Irish master, Joseph 
Murphy, and German master, Mr. Engle- 
hardt. Later this school included girls’ 
section.

Stu- 
dents who deviate from the accepted pat- 
tern behavior academically, socially, 
emotionally, and those who are seriously 
maladjusted are recommended for this 
service. Since the abilities, interest, and 
capacities children vary greatly, the 
cases are screened program inter- 
view and testing. Those needing psychiatric 
counseling therapy are referred the 
Marquette Guidance Clinic the psy- 
chiatrists who work with the diocesan staff.

tion. The emphasis wished make 
was that such control language with 
its limited vocabulary, its emphasis 
denotation rather than connotation 
words was very rudimentary phase 
language learning. study language 


that did not result the reading and 
appreciation great literature the 
language was inadequate study 
language. The students must become 
acquainted with the “best that has been 
thought and said.” must reveal the 
“precious life blood the master spirits 
embalmed and treasured purpose 
life beyond life.” 


Failure School Readers 
American Schools 


liminary examination what cer- 
tainly one the most widely used series 
readers used American schools, 
and was surprised the lack any 
genuine literary material, the presence 
much pedestrian “stuff” prepared 
for the series, and the wholly unimag- 
inative pedestrian prose the made 
material. 

was consoling indeed upon re- 
turn, the United States read 
Dorothy Thompson’s article “Why 
and What Should Johnny Read” the 
October, 1956, Ladies Home Journal. 
Our author surprised learn that 
the only function teaching reading, 
according the pedagogues “func- 
tional which she says “seems 
mean person’s functioning em- 
ployable person, literate citizen 
one able continue his education for 
more efficient performing 
And this connection Miss 
Thompson coins the happy phrase 
describing the end product our efforts 
ates.” not this exactly what hap- 
pening our school 

The point the article convinc- 
ingly made the comparison the old 
McGuffey Readers the nineteenth 
century and one the best series 
today. The detailed comparison, book 
book, brings out the literary, imag- 
inative, even haunting character the 
one and the pedestrian language 
trivia the other. The contemporary 
books make their great claims the 
vocabulary tests suited the child’s 
development determined the tests 
the basis tests their own methods. 
the Brazilian talks made nostalgic 
references Swinton’s Fifth Reader 
which remember clearly and the 
Heart Oaks series edited Charles 
Eliot Norton Harvard. These refer- 
ences included references Cyr’s read- 
ers which were transitional character, 
which used teacher elementary 
schools.

There are two additional points made 
Miss Thompson which must 
make briefly.

“And this our motto 
God our trust” 

There are increasing signs that 
really believe “In God Trust” our 
motto. One the bill recently signed 
President Eisenhower providing that 
when new coins are minted currency 


printed, the motto “In God Trust” 
shall appear. 

Back this interesting story. 
George Sokolsky his column traces 
this custom back the early days 
the Civil War. suggestion minis- 
ter Lincoln 1861 resulted re- 
quest the director the Mint pre- 
pare device which would include the 
name God our coins. After three 
years agitation Congress passed 1864 
law authorizing the use “In God 
Trust” two cent piece. The 
following year was made permissive 
other coins. The “motto” was milled 
some coins that had included it.

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Summer School 
for Pre-High-School Students 


Admitting boys our Catholic high 
schools longer the easy job used 
be. Today, the admission office has be- 
come very serious responsibility both 
college preparatory schools and the 
larger general high school. many in- 
stances, the Catholic high schools are not 
physically equipped admit the large 
numbers eighth graders who apply. 

Besides the problem numbers, there 
the ever present problem getting the 
right child the right curriculum; 
having the proper curriculum for the 
specific children who apply. Registrars 
typical college preparatory schools auto- 
matically must select only those eighth 
graders who are ready handle Latin and 
algebra. Registrars the large general high 
schools have more complicated situation 
because more varied and mixed group 
apply for admission and because many 
these children not seem ready for 
any ordinary high school program study. 


Two Retarded Groups 

The several reasons why these children 
not seem ready for high school 
may boiled down two basic ones. 
Some youngsters are intellectually retarded 
and some are educationally retarded. Here 
St. Joseph High School, seven-year-old 
general high school Cleveland, there 
were 636 boys who took the entrance test 
April, 1956. Forty these boys had 
achievement scores equivalent fifth and 
sixth graders; and about 150 others had 
scores indicating months below 
average. 

The general high school has responsi- 
bility planning curriculum for these 
slower students. These pupils should not 
receive simple “custodial” care from the 
school. They require different but definite 
standards. the school cannot make these 
provisions, there would danger harm- 
ing such students they were accepted. 


The Problem 
His Excellency Archbishop Edward

cope with this situation, the school 
authorities organized summer school pro- 
gram 1954, absolute requirement 
for the applicants who distinctly scored 
below average the entrance test. The 
plan was help both the educationally 
retarded boys and the intellectually 
tarded boys. The former needed such 
spur encourage them work 
their capacity, and the latter needed that 
extra assistance prepare themselves 
psychologically and scholastically un- 
dertake the responsibility seeking bona 
fide high school education. 

the past three years definite progress 
has been made the admission policies 
St. Joseph High School. This past spring, 
for example, more than 150 applicants who 
were below-average achievers were each in- 
formed interview with their parents 
and school counselor that they had 
submit some formal remedial work 
during the summer before they could 
admitted the regular September fresh- 
man class. More than half these boys 
were readily convinced the value this 
plan. They were free attend reading 
clinics John Carroll University West- 
ern Reserve University, attend public 
school summer sessions English and/or 
mathematics. Instead, most them pre- 
ferred attend summer school the 
school which they wished matric- 
ulated. The standards were challenge and 
the students seemed meet that challenge. 


Summer School Preparation 


Instead giving simple review 
English, emphasis was placed reading, 
oral and silent; and the applicants 
St. Joseph’s first summer sessions were 


divided into six reading classes averaging 
about boys per class. Three teachers 
handled these classes, and three others 
handled the five classes taking remedial 
mathematics. There were two one-hour 
courses, one English and one math- 
ematics with 15-minute break between 
classes. About these boys took both 
mathematics and English. 

For mathematics, the teachers used the 
first six units Foundation Mathematics 
for Secondary Schools, Barboo and 
Osborn, text. They spent much time 
drilling fundamentals and gave assign- 
ments each day. For most these boys 
this was their first experience class- 
room with male teacher. This factor and 
the small size the classes amazed the 
youngsters and helped spur them into 
realizing that both they and education were 
important and serious personal ad- 
venture. 

For the remedial reading classes, the 
teachers used Modern Reading, Book 
foundation text. The Reader’s Digest 
and many special reading books were pro- 
vided for the students. Daily, moreover, 
each class moved separate room where 
aide operated the Controlled 
Reading Machine, thus freeing the teacher 
discuss vocabulary and observe the re- 
actions the students. Each group read 
short story films during summer 
school. Immediately after each film short 
objective test questions was given. 
The use the machine was powerful 
stimulus encouraging interest and 
the same time conveniently breaking 
the hour long period. 

addition the film reading, the 
teacher asigned reading lessons from the 
workbook, drilled vocabulary, and reviewed 
some grammar. The students also read 
complete books fields their interest. 
Group reading and individual oral reading 
were practiced, and reports composi- 
tions were demanded varying degrees. 
The students had obtain library card 
they did not already have one.

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Results Were Favorable

Hence are presuming summarize some guiding principles 
comprehensive catechetical formation for teaching Sisters. 
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Not Just Another Course 

Catechetical training requires essentially more than only 
additional course theology. have welcomed explicitly the 
theological courses given Sisters provide them with the 
necessary religious knowledge. Sister who teach religion 
high school evidently needs better and different training 
religion than does Sister who have charge the kitchen. 
Yet would erroneous suppose that additional courses 
theology will, themselves, solve the whole problem training 
catechists, perhaps even suppose that such courses are the 
most important factor forming good teachers. Mere theoretical 
instruction not sufficient. 

you should need Sister drive car, you would give her 
course driving. That, together with sufficient practice, would 
make her competent driver. acquire skill driving would 
not necessary for her have penetrated the ascetical forma- 
tion the religious life. 

If, however, you are training Sister for service hospital, 

you can teach her the necessary medical knowledge and techniques 
nursing special additional courses just you would teach 
the skills driving car—but that all she needs for her 
apostolate charity? No, your Sister nurses must trained, 
from the very beginning their religious vocation, special 
way, for the humble tasks self-forgetting charity, for the pa- 
tience and sympathy they will need much the service their 
patients. They must formed the right interior attitude, 
the virtues proper their future apostolate such principles 
Christian spirituality must penetrate the whole formation re- 
ligious nurses. 
Isn’t this still more true the case Sisters who are being 
formed for the catechetical apostolate? Religious education, which 
the forming Christian personality, demands special way, 
that the educator—the personality fully 
formed and developed according the message she must pro- 
claim and the goal for which she must strive. Therefore, 
catechetical training must penetrate and tone the entire ascetical 
formation the religious catechist. 


Development Kerygmatic Spirituality 

The ascetical training Sister catechtists must, from the be- 
ginning, focused truly kerygmatic attitude and spirituality 
for the future messengers our Lord. What mean this 
was explained earlier will suffice here sum- 
marize the characteristic Sister who not only from time 
time acts catechist but who lives completely her apostolic 
calling and expresses perfectly her own personality. That 
requires, above all, humble and joyful consciousness her sub- 
lime vocation become Christ’s privileged instrument pro- 
claiming His message. 

Sisters who are working the field religious education 
exercise the highest form spiritual motherhood, suffering the 
pangs childbirth for the souls committed them, until Christ 
formed within each these souls (see Gal. 4:19). Since the 
catechetical apostolate, its nature, consists personal and 
devoted collaboration with the divine Messenger, postulates, 
special way, close personal contact with Christ, whose in- 
struments are. This personal contact means not only union 
with Christ our daily exercises piety, but beyond that 
our apostolic work. One the most characteristic qualities 
genuine herald Christ fell and act perfectly 
possible Christ’s instrument. This fundamental attitude not

Modern catechetics rightly emphasizes three points inseparable 
from our task: (1) catechetical concentration the very es- 
sentials Christian doctrine; (2) presentation our message 
keeping with its nature the joyful tidings our salvation 
Christ; (3) and finally, that the catechist express the doctrine 
she teaches consistently her own personality. What these 
axioms demand the training future catechists? 


Ascetical and Catechetical Concentration 

Why, for example, does the teaching even willing and pious 
catechists often show deplorable lack the necessary con- 
centration? Why the teaching even Sisters sometimes too 
much absorbed accidentals? The first reason this rather 
common defect defective ascetical formation. Lack as- 
cetical concentration necessarily involves lack catechetical con- 
centration. Give the novices spiritual formation plainly centered 
the essentials the Christian religion, and sure that after- 
ward their apostolate they will focus their teaching upon these 
same essentials. the herald Christ sent proclaim 
message which essentially the “Good News,” her training can- 
not begin too early transform her into 
joy,” use the fine expression St. Paul (see Cor. 1:23).? 

Furthermore great importance that the future Sister 
catechist sees her fundamental vocation that our Lord’s 
bride. What contradiction would Sister could not 
integrate and harmonize her work teacher with her essential 
status spouse the catechist must present her 
message not only her words but still more her personality 
harmonized with her message, evident that her message must 
influence deeply her whole ascetical training.

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Sources Catechetical Spirituality 
should not difficult communicate this kerygmatic spir- 
ituality novices and even postulants. have only lead 
them the essential sources and they will filled with truly 
Christian spirit. The principal sources catechetical spirituality 
are Bible, liturgy, and Christian doctrine. 


The Bible 

The Bible, especially the New Testament, holds first place 
among these principal sources, and relation our message 
far the most important document. Its principal author 
God Himself. Through the inspired writers has composed and 
transmitted these writings His message, the bread 
our souls. Here see the most striking way, how, under His 
special influence, the first great messengers, above all His only- 
begotten Son, understood and formulated the divine message en- 
trusted them. All historians our times, even the rationalists 
among them, admit the undeniable fact that the writings the 
New Testament are the classical documents the spirituality 
the primitive Church and Apostolic preaching. master 
mistress novices the whole Catholic world would ever 
deny these facts, but all them draw the necessary conclu- 
sions for sound spiritual formation the future heralds 
Christ? every religious community rightly are eager lead 
our novices the best writings which contain, their primitive 
purity, the ideals and spirituality our own religious group. 
not even more important lead them the first sources 
genuine Christian spirituality, composed, finally, not man but 
God Himself? there not real danger that the formation 
our young religious are too much concerned with our 
“specialities” and too little concerned with the fundamentals 
any genuine Christian spirituality? But the novices train will, 
after all, sent Christ, through His church, spread His 
Gospel and communicate His spirit. 

The Bible, therefore, must be, theory and practice, our 
most esteemed and most used source spiritual formation. Even 
the writings our founders are, comparison with the Bible, 
only supplementary young religious must have suffi- 
cient time read and meditate upon the Bible during their 
novitiate, and, besides that, they must get the right guidance 
the Bible. Scientific exegetical lectures and studies are not nec- 
essary for that purpose. The Bible the time novitiate really 
helps reach the goal genuine spirituality when more 
lived than discussed, more experienced than analyzed, more prayed 
than studied. our duty help the young religious get 
the right taste the Bible—not always easy our 
find the principal ideas the Bible and build his spiritual 
life them, find the answer his personal spiritual prob- 
lems the Bible. Our own conferences with our young religious 
must nourished from the not that should interlard 
them with countless quotations. The spirituality propose must 
conform with the Bible not only its individual elements but 
just much whole: emphasize the same fundamentals, 
present them from the same dominant viewpoint, stress the 
same fundamental attitudes. Thus the young religious will take 
with them for their religious life deep practical love the 
asking too much, least professional messengers 
Christ, that they read carefully every year the New Testament, 
the principal document the Christian message and Christian 
spirituality? 


The Liturgy 
Just the Bible ranks first among spiritual books, likewise 


the liturgy holds first place the practice prayer. Here too 
first place does not mean merely theoretical evaluation but 
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something eminently place our daily prayer 
life; first place with regard careful instruction, guidance, and 
performance. 

Novices who are continuously nourished with the word 
God have the Bible, true, will find very easily 
the right Catholic attitude the yet they need help, 
the more because perfect participation the liturgy requires 
the necessary arrangement the part superiors. cannot 
deal here with details how young Sisters are trained 
but least two points call for stress. Participation 
the liturgy according the genuine Catholic mind nowa- 
days much emphasized the Church—means not only 
interior participation, but also active exterior participation. The 
idea you may find sometimes—strange religious 
communities, that participation the liturgy the more sub- 
lime the more merely spiritual, interior and silent, 
scarcely Catholic; and destroys the Catholic conception 
sacramental life and the Incarnation: divine being and life 
communicated visible forms, signs, and actions. Would 
not deplorable and simply wrong Catholic girl who 
secular life became accustomed intensive participation 
the liturgy found less active participation among the brides 
Christ? Why did Christ institute the Mass not draw His 
beloved Bride the Church into His own sacrifice? Who, there- 
fore, the Church should most eager for active participation 
Christ’s sacrifice? One would think that should the 
religious who their vocation represent, the most striking 
way, the Church our Lord’s bride. 

However, recommending highly intense active par- 
ticipation the liturgy, not mean recommend daily 
Missa cantata daily high Mass. should not recommend 
that even for seminarians who are being trained for the priest- 
hood. Our most important reason for taking this position 
that, since are training our seminarians for priestly life and 
work parishes, they ought become thoroughly acquainted 
with all forms “popular liturgy.” Through practical per- 
formance they should know those forms the liturgy which 
facilitate understanding and active participation the part 
the people. have mind particularly the different forms 
low Mass which permit variety and degrees suitable par- 
ticipation the community, and especially good dialog Mass 
with fitting combination prayers and hymns. daily high 
Mass the seminary could easily lead seminarians associate 
the liturgical movement too exclusively and closely with the 
celebration and multiplication high Masses. That would 
wrong and would real hindrance the liturgical renewal 
now need our parishes—and schools. The Latin high

last year’s National Liturgical Week London, Ontario, one 
could notice that quite few even among the sincere friends liturgy 
have not yet the right idea concerning the most fitting starting point 
for the liturgical renewal parish, and school. According their 
thinking, the liturgical movement starts and ends with multiplication 
and better performance high Masses, or, least Latin sung 
Masses. They allow, therefore, real place for the dialog Mass. 
The fundamental reason for this error confusion between the 
most noble and solemn form the celebration Mass, and the 
most helpful form for the better understanding Mass and for more 
intensive participation those who are present. While the cathedral 
the most noble development church building, that does not mean 
that must have cathedral every village. get all the people 
church, much more important have less pretentious build- 
ings all the parishes the diocese. Applying this principle 
selecting the form the Mass most suited popular participation, 
let start with fine, understandable, and impressive form, the 
dialog Mass. For this purpose, welcome two excellent helps lately 
published. 

The first the Mass card entitled Holy Great Action 
Christian Community, Rev. Eugene Walsh, S.S., published 
the World Library Sacred Music, Cincinnati, Ohio (each cents; 
$10 per hundred).

Somewhere along the line their ele- 
mentary training many lose apprecia- 
tion poetry, possibly because they have 


recited singsong fashion have 


memorized without understanding and, 
worse still, penalty for misbehavior. 
When they enter high school they have, 
many instances, lost their heritage. 
The teacher then, must assume the role 
friend, helping the student re- 
capture the lilt melody and the breath 
beautiful song the poems reads. 

How can proceed effectively? How 
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can the classroom become nursery where 
love poetry planted, nurtured, fruc- 
tified? Extensive and intensive analysis 
not the answer. The English classroom 
not science laboratory where the 
ingredients poem are studied micro- 
scopically. Analysis has definite place 
poetic study pursued older students 
but minute examinations into the possible, 
even problematic plans the poet, are 
not the diet upon which freshmen thrive. 
They have led the fountain 
perpetual beauty where they may quaff 
the wellsprings undeniable admiration 
for poetry. 


Begin With Narrative Poetry 


Narrative poetry supplies good intro- 
duction. opens vast vistas romance, 
love, and adventure. the “sesame” 
love the world’s greatest epi- 
sodes. Long before stories were written 
prose, minstrels and troubadours enter- 
tained the people with action-packed tales 
mighty heroes and lovely heroines. 
Seated the proverbial magic carpet, 
they traveled the length and breadth 
the land inviting tales told verse. 
What freshman will not imbibe love for 
poetry when reads Robert 
“Incident the French Camp” “The 
Admiral’s Ghost” Alfred Noyes? Folk 
ballads, too, have definite place this 
early introduction poetry. The stories 
are simply and interestingly told. 
Gradually the boys will like identify 
themselves with Arthur “The Idylls 
the King” and the girls will transport 
themselves into the land colored with his 
grand spirit righteous and noble living. 


Poems Thought and Emotion 


After love for narrative poetry has 
been acquired, comparatively simple 
introduce lyric gems. this time the 
students are attuned appreciation 
stories told verse. Now they are 
ready learn how poets think and feel. 
poets live world apart are 
they honest-to-goodness men and women 
who are thrilled the sight beauti- 
ful flower and who are pained when they 
hear crying baby? most effective 
begin the study lyric poetry with 
simple emotions which the students have 
experienced personally least those 
which have come within their vicarious 
experience. 

Illustrative this point are Coventry 
Patmore’s “The Toys” and Joyce Kilmer’s 
“Roofs.” Taking look the first, even 
the most casual observer sees exact 
reproduction childhood.

ster loves his toys and every child knows 
what means seek peace bottle 
top rag doll when pain has come 
into his life. When gets into high school 
old enough realize that men are 
very much like children their dealings 
with God. When disappointments cross his 
path, turns away from Him and loses 
himself selfish pleasures. The lesson 
important one conveyed 
words: The “Boy” easily pictured: 
little son, who looked from thought- 
ful eyes 
And moved and spoke quiet grown-up 
wise. 
The situation graphically described: 
Having law the seventh time dis- 
struck him, and dismissed 
With words and unkiss’d 
His mother, who was patient, being dead. 
The lesson easily learned: 
when that night pray’d 
God, wept, and said: 
“Ah, when last lie with trance’d 
breath 
Not vexing Thee death, 
And thou rememberest what toys 
made our joys 


leave Thy wrath and say 

will sorry for their childishness.” 
Students will love this simple story and 
imbibe its message without pressure, 
fact, with pleasure. 

studying “Roofs” Joyce Kilmer 
well read the poem through 
its entirety two three times then dis- 
cuss the very obvious, “love home.” 
The spirit adventure eclipsed the 
desire safe with “roof” over- 
head. impress the message “home 
sweet home” well stress two dif- 
ferent types words picture words and 
action words.

Arithmetic

“Now see why seven and two are 
nine!” Johnny was excited. The concept 
had confused him before, but now had 
made the discovery for himself through 
manipulation concrete objects. Imagine 
the happiness this little boy once the 
combination held meaning for him. 

Meaningfulness the child’s key 
success arithmetic. understands 
what about, arithmetic becomes 
worthwhile, and enjoys it. The opposite 
effects are apparent only when concepts 
hold meaning comprehension for him. 

Has drill place Johnny’s arithmetic 
program has been entirely replaced 
practice thinking, understanding, and 
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analyzing? The older type mechanical 
and repetitive drill has place our 
present day arithmetic; but the other 
hand modern methods drill are valuable 
for maintaining, fixing, and increasing con- 
cepts already developed. 

The traditional drill program consisted 
mostly mechanical learning, largely ab- 
stract nature. Teachers undertook 
‘ell the children what do, but they 
never explained the reason why oper- 
was performed. 

Effective drill should follow rather than 
precede the development understand- 
ing. pupil who fails comprehend 
arithmetic will not derive any 
from mere drill the subject. 
What such pupil needs not more 
drill but opportunity learn. Drill 
cannot substitute for learning. When the 
particular phase has been presented 
meaningful way and becomes part the

room for larger parish gatherings. 


Efficiency and Economy 
Construction costs were held down 
the use painted masonry block interior 
finishing, and the exposed concrete frame 
exterior. Asphalt tile floors and acoustical 
tile ceilings are used throughout. The two 
solid end walls the church wing are 
finished outside with specially designed 
brick pattern, which gives interesting 
texture and shadow effect. The side walls 
the church have alternating brick panels 
and stained glass windows designed 
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Emil Frei. The church roof gradual 
arch, with the concrete beams exposed 
inside. 

The convent section the new building 
provides living facilities for the present 
teaching staff the school. the school’s 
needs increase, new convent will 
built for the larger staff, and the present 
living quarters will converted into 
additional classroom section adjoining the 
other classrooms. 

The roof reinforced concrete slab 
with built-up tar and gravel.
